In the early part of 1915 another 
overall manufacturing company which 
had been using convict labor for years 
cancelled its contract with the state 
penitentiary and retired, leaving, at 
this writing, only six manufacturing 
corporations 
leasing 
convict 
labor 
from 
the 
state. 
Recently, under a 
1915 act of the legislature the state 
began 
manufacturing 
overalls 
and 
other articles on its own responsibil­ 
ity and marketing the same. 
While the eight convict labor leas­ 
ing corporations 
in 
1914 
paid 
out 
$546,476 in salaries and 
wages 
and 
for prison labor only $364,512 went to 
j the state, which amount not alone be­ 
ing for the hire of prisoners, but also 
for the use of prison shops which are 
owned by Missouri, and light, heat, 
water and power. 
In 1913 seven 
prison 
contractors 
paid $675,110 in wages and salaries 
and for convict labor, the state re­ 
ceiving 
$363,161 
as its share. 
The 
1914 working force of the contract 
shops consisted of 237 “outside” men 
and 40 women, the latter being em­ 
ployed in finishing shops beyond the 
walls of the prison, and 1,523 male 
convicts and 50 females, the latter 
working for a clothing manufacturing 
establishment. 
In 1913 the “outside” 
force consisted of 396 men and 74 wo­ 
men, and 1,670 male prisoners and 54 
females. 


M u c h Material Is Required. 
For the manufactured products in 
1914, which had a factory value of 
$4,288,641, it took material and sup­ 
plies worth $2,519,563; miscellaneous 
disbursements were $482,722, not in­ 
cluding $22,046 paid in rent for out­ 
side buildings, taxes, insurance, Inter­ 
est, discount, etc. 
In 1913 for the 
manufactured products worth $4,925,- 
413 
it 
took 
material and supplies 
which cost $3,201,907. 
The miscella­ 
neous 
disbursements 
amounted 
to 
$248,674 and there was paid for rent, 
taxes and insurance $19,128. 
For ten years organized labor of 
Missouri and manufacturers of boots 
and shoes, brooms, overalls, clothing 
and similar products who competed

blown over, Delcasse will be able to

The 
English sentiment would probably be

foreign office. 
I he English also have a warm admi­

ist have always been greater abroad

The personal side of M. Delcasse’s 
fife has its peculiarities, and this has 
been quite a factor in bringing about 
his resignation. 
He works and lives 
' cry much to himself and makes no 
confidences.

his associates in 
♦he ministry knew' little or nothing of 
how* he was shaping 
foreign policies 
♦'luting to the war. He seldom joined 
hem except 
at 
cabinet 
meetings, 
when discussion was formal, and he 
w’as in the habit of announcing 
re­ 
mits rather than inviting discussion 
on what had better be done on vari­ 
ous pending questions. Knowing his 
tendency to work out his own plans, 
he was given free rein, and there was 
no

At the foreign office he wrote many 
of

much as he would do 
In his private 
affairs, 
often

keeping 
copies, and seldom letting their pur­ 
port be known among officials. Grad­ 
ually it came to be felt in the min­ 
istry that Delcasse 
w’as 
too exclu­ 
sive in his methods

carrying on 
the foreign branch. This had a good 
'’cal to do in bringing about the re­ 
cent change. 
Delcasse’s systematic 
habits 
also 
differed much from those of other of­ 
ficials. This led to a 
comparison be­

war minister, and Delcasse, the for­ 
eign minister. Millerand is a man of 
intense application. He gets absorbed

does his work within fixed hours, and 
leaves early. He goes straight homo,
